Possible American View. 


I have been asked if America 
would participate in a $150,000,000 
loan to Germany if it were guaran- 
teed by the recipients of the indem- 
nity, including England. My answer 
was that I do not believe such a 
loan would find favor in the United 
States if the indemnity provisions 
are left as they are. It would be 
loaning to debtors the amount of 
whose debts is not fixed and is in- 
definite, but is certain to be judged 
more than the debtor can pay. 

It is possible that such a loan 
would be successful through French 
and English banks. The guarantees 
of these Governments probably would 
satisfy the banks, which are in an 
easy position and could handle the 
$450,000,000 necessary for the three 
years’ payments of reparation on this 
basis. Another scheme is being con- 
sidered in the financial sections of 
the conference, but it is impossible 
to announce it officially, as the sub- 
ject is barred; nevertheless, it is be- 
ing discussed.
